NEW ORLEANS. La., February fl. — The peak of 
flu* tourist season here was reached with the final 
few days of the Fair Grounds meeting, thousands of 
visitors coining in from all sections for the Mardi 
Gras festivities. The raeing added considerably to 
their enjoyment and they turned out in unusually 
large numbers. The sport was in keeping witli the 
occasion and drew favorable cuminetit from the out- 
of-town guests, many of whom had never visited a 
winter race track before. 

While Lord Allen, T. .1. Pondergast’s two-year-old 
son of Frizzle— Mary King is being proclaimed the 
champion of his age here this winter. S. A. Clopton 
has a youngster in bis stable that may dispute this 
honor with him if they clash. This is New Orleans, 
a bay colt by Dick Welle* — Floral Day. He Inis 
been displaying almost phenomenal sliced in his 
morning gallops. A work-out of three-eighths of a 
mile in 34%, one-fifth of a second faster than the 
track record, now held by Lord Allen, caused his 
stock to soar and upon the strength of this he is 
assured of abundant backing, no matter what he is 
called upon to meet. 

Mose laiwenstein. who last year raced the good 
three yr-old Paul Weidel with much success, 
will have a strong hand to play in the Kentucky 
stakes next spring with Yung riling, which seems 
lo be one of the liest horse* developed here this 
winter. Lnwcnstein purchased the black gelding 
from trainer Tom Welch, acting for J. E. Widener, 
at La ton in last autumn, the price involved l»eing 
$4,300. At that time Yung Phing was not at 
his best, title, it is said, to his having been knocked 
out, as the result of acting as a pacemaker for 
ilie fast Naturalist in his exercise gallops, but 
lie lias improved wonderfully hero and is one of the 
few horses at the Fair Grounds with a mile in 
better than 1:39 to liis credit this winter, lie is 
not much on early speed and prefers to tie waited 
with, but lie shows great speed during the final 
half mile of his races. 



HAVANA. Cuba. February b. Matinee Idol, rac- 
ing under the colors of the Pincinuuti turfman. 
M. Goldblatl. accounted for the Havana Electric 
Light and Power Handicap, which was the feature 
at Oriental Park this afternoon, when ho won in 
easy fashion by a length and a half from Mutnlio 
Jumbo. The race was a dash of a tulle and an 
eighth and had a purse of $2.3t>0 added. There 
were thirteen starters. Mumho Jumbo outran the 
others to the first turn and set a fast pace until 
entering the homestretch, where Matinee Idol 
moved up on the outside into the lead and won 
easing up. There was some crowding just after the 
field was straightened out on the baokstretcli in 
which Hetty J. fell and War Plume tumbled over 
her. Neither of the riders was hurt, outside of a 
shaking up. The race was worth $3,120 net to tin- 
winner. Matinee Idol’s victory meant a double 
for Goldhlatt. Furbelow winning the El Pammereio 
Handicap, to which a purse of $1,000 was added. 

The attendance was one of tin* largest of t tie 
present meeting, a big influx of tourists from the 
States during tin* past few day* helping to swell 
t lie crowd to record-breaking proportions. The 
lioxes were all filled, while the clubhouse and bal- 
cony was simply packed. The layers are reported 
to have handed twenty per cent more than on any 
day of the meeting. 

The United States battleship Minnesota’s staff 
officers were among those who witnessed tin* sp .rr. 

The Armenia Stable experienced its first loss of 
the meeting when the crack three -year- old Peter 
Pan colt Vic Munoz was claimed out of the first 
race by Mrs. ('. Middleton. The colt has won four 
purses for the Armenia Stable this winter and is 
regarded as one of the prize horses of the stable. 
It was the intention of trainer Garter to race the 
colt in Kentucky this year. The colt is eligible to 
the Cuban Derby.

TWO-YEAR-OLDS AT LEXINGTON 



HEFFERING’S SPEEDY FILLY. 



James Ileffering. who lias a stable of horse* 
racing here in charge of Howard Dots, came down 
for the wind-up of Ilie Fair Grounds meeting to 
get a look at his good two-year-ohl Flying Beauty, 
which won two races here and appear* to be 
above the ordinary. Ileffering bred this youngster, 
she being the progeny of Yuleain Beauty Spot, 
and he raced her dam at the Fair (J rounds two 
years ago. This is Beauty Spot’s first foal and. 
judging from the success met by her daughter thus 
far. her owner has high hopes of her becoming a 
high-class brood marc. 

The first of the present crop of two year-olds 
bred at George J. l»ng’s Bashford Manor farm 
near I/ouisville. Ky., to win this year was Dolly 
Varden. a bay daughter of the dead Sain, dam 
Everdene. This filly is owned by W. II. Rowe, 
wealthy Shreveport. I.a.. oil magnate and sports- 
man. whose Iioikck race in the name of the Pelican 
Stable. She scored at the first asking in a field 
of thirteen and showed an excellent performance 

C. \V. Clark is one of the most, liberal nominators 
to the Kentucky stakes, considering tin* size of 
his stable, and his horses will be found eligible for 
all of tin* rieli events in the Blue Grass state where 
conditions permit. He is hopeful of winning some 
of the long-distance races with Captain Mae. while 
Cnitcd Verde will be his chief reliance for the 
Kentucky Derby, according to his present plans. 
Mr. (’lark won the Bashford Manor Stakes at 
Churchill Downs last spring with this colt and will 
be represented in that fixture this year by Tom 
Hare Jr. Jockey Newton Barrett, who has ridden 
most of the Clark horses here this winter, will do 
considerable of the riding for that establishment 
in Kentucky also. 

George Swain, former jockey and agent for the 
E. R. Bradley stable here, is recovering from an 
attack of double pneumonia, which almost claimed 
his life. For several days hope of recovery was 
practically abandoned, but lie passed the crisis 
better than was expected. His attending physi- 
cians say that everything is in his favor now. 
Swain was engaged in making mounts for jockey 
laiwrenee Lykc wiien stricken ill. He also served 
in a similar capacity for the late jockey Sattudry 
Mitchell, who was killed In a fall at the Fair 
Grounds. 

Thomas M. Murphy, well-known Kentucky breeder 
whose stud is headed by Golden Maxim, will return 
to his home near Louisville at the end of the Fair 
Grounds meeting. A street ear accident several 
years ago left Mr. Murphy in a bail way bodily, 
causing him to give up all of his active business 
interests except his farm, and lie came here in 
ipicst of 1 tea lth. He reports his condition as im- 

proved as the result of his month’s stay in this 
section. 



LEXINGTON. Ky.. February .7.— Further United 
States senator J-os. W. Bailey today sent two two- 
year-ohl fillies to Theodore L. Pierce to Is* trained 
at ilie local Kentucky Jockey Club track. One 
is by Delhi Prism (sister to Peccant and Sailing 
B. 1, by Trap Rook, and the other is by Dick 
Finuell — Idle Day idam of Hot Toddy ) . by The 
Englishman, and Lightning Sweep, by Peep o’Day. 
They were broken here last fall and showed a good 
order of speed . For the past three months they 
have been at the local trotting track, in charge of 
Harold Gliilds. trainer of senator Bailey’s trotters, 
and he has broken them to harness. Meanwhile 
they have been daily exercised under saddle also. 
Senator Bailey intends them to be matrons in a 
stud of thoroughbreds be is establishing. 

Trainer Pierce also has in Ids barn a two-year- 
old daughter of Delhi —Rebel Queen, by Box. She 
is the property of W. II. Crawford of Cincinnati, 
and has Im*cii named Delhi Queen. She showed a 
quarter in 23!;-. last fall and Pierce likes her as 
well as Lord Allen, which he broke and sent t • • 
Lou Calm at the close of the Louisville raeing 
season. Lord Allen worked a quarter in 112%, with 
133 pounds up. the last eighth in eleven seconds. 
“That colt can burn earth.” commented Pierce, 
“and so can Delhi Queen. “ 

Pierce also is training for John B. Gorham Hie 
two-year-old colt by Horron Smirr (dam of Shoal. 
Old Faithful and others), by Carnage, which In* 
has named Old Folks. Gorham put him in the 
September sab*, but retained him at si 300. lb* 
worked a quarter in 23 ~ in November. 

E. II. McCarter Potter has two colts by Stalwart 
in Pierce’s charge, one a son of Naught \ Marietta, 
by Popinjay, ami tin* other a son of Queen of tin* 
Hills (sister to Selwiek). by Knight of the Thistle. 
They have only l»*en in training hvh months, hut 
act like good prospects. 



The proposed reduction of the federal appropria 
lion fer horse breeding in the Putted States from 
$230,000 to $100,000 has brought a storm of protest 
from all quarters. As the plan for tin* perpetua- 
tion of the work throughout the Pnited States is 
modeled after that of the breeding bureau of The 
Jc.ekey Club in this state, whatever Frank K. 
Sturgis, chairman of that organization, lias to say 
in the premise* will lie of interest. 

Mi - . Sturgis lias been a breeder of fine horses 
all his life and is a keen student of conditions gov- 
erning tin* industry. It was liis hope that the 

results achieved in the Genesee valley would be 
duplicated in every farming and grazing community 
throughout tin* nation. In discussing the proposal 
lo reduce tin* appropriation. Mr. Sturgis said v.*s 
terday: 

“When the Department of Agriculture obtained 

the sum of $2.»0.<H)0 for this work the breeding 

bureau of The Jockey Club was deeply impressed 
with the power of usefulness of such a fund and 
| recognized at once the extraordinary good that 
would come from it, not only in the breeding of 

horses for army use. but in the development of the 
utility type for both saddle and harness. 

“For some years the Jockey Club, although not 
in a position to make a national improvement, 
has steadfastly pursued the policy of stationing 
valuable stallions throughout this state and even 
' in adjacent territory: furnishing marcs free to 

j the farmers in tin* vicinity of some of them and 
doing everything in their power to encourage the 
j production of animals that would be a credit to the 
' country. Prompted by the examples of France. 
’ Italy. England and Austria, every effort was made 
within its power to secure results and we be- 
lieved that tin* object lesson imparted had ac- 
complished much good. 

“The government appropriation.” resumed Mr. 

| Sturgis, “opened up a much wider field of useful- 
ness to i lu* lio i sa * breeding public. The members of 
Tin* Jockey Club realized that with federal backing 
t •‘•nd the able administration of the quartermaster’s 
department many stallions would bo placed in 
localities where their services would he in demand, 
i They were glad to render every assistance to the 
! movement and donated several horses of blond and 
1 quality. The proposed curtailing of the appropria 
finn during tin* coming season is a great disap- 
pointment and a severe blow to the industry of 
horse breeding, which had taken a new lease of 
life. While the original sum of $230,000 was no 
more than necessary to properly carry out tin* wise 
and intelligent plans formulated by tin* officers 
, of the army, any serious reduction from these 
figmes means a diminution of usefulness and a 
• cessation of a work which promised so well. 

“'Ilie Jockey Club will continue its breeding bu - 
, rent* along its own lilies, which methods have 
formed the basis for the much greater enterprise 
contemplated by the government. Our work is 
naturally restricted and we have great hopes 
for the remount plans which have been subjected 
to this sudden reversal of a policy which had been 
accepted by the farmers and breeders of the 
country as |M*nninneiit. 

/ “The demand for the eontinuanee of horse breed- 
ing by the United States government is nation 
wide.” said Mr. Sturgis in concluding, “and tin* 
breeding bureau of the Jockey t lab takes this op- 
portunity to voice in the strongest possible manner 
its earnest hope that the appropriation for the 
; coming year will be at the same rate as that pre- 
viously made, and that the policy so splendidly in 
I aogurated will be continued ami broadened.”

In Future the Four Chief Turf 
Bodies Will Fully Control 
Their Own Fields. 



NEW YORK, N.. V.. February 0. — The clouds are 
clearing away from the conclusions reached at 
Wednesday's Philadelphia conference between the 
steward* of tin* Jockey flub and the member* of 
the Maryland Racing Gotiimission. 

The Jockey flub stewards yielded to the com- 
| mission on all reasonable points, as they should 
I have done. They were guided by the common 
I sense of general business, applied — as common 
sense always should be applied to turf business. 

Authority is not geographical. When a properly 
authorized body to rule tin* turf of its locality is 
in power it should pass on the conduct and standing 
| of tlu* items over which its authority is directed. 

There are broader items which age and care pm- 
j tect. Bucli is, the Stud Book and its registration 
records, without which the turf could not lie 
properly operated. These are rightly within the 
New York Jockey Club’s hands and so will remain. 
So. with ilmir necessary sustaining fees. The 
j Jockey Club. Maryland Racing Association. Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club and Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions are strong and healthy bodies, well able to 
rule their own Helds. In future they will rule 
them. It is hoped that this rule will run, ns it 
probably will, through the avenue of wise regu- 
lations to cover ail fields for the health of the 
entire turf to ho fully recognized and reciprocally 
, applied. 

In future, therefore, licenses to trainers and 
owners, issued by the Jockey Club. Maryland com- 
mission. Kentucky Jockey Club and Canadian Racing 
Associations will be recognized by all the four turf 
bodies. 

These organizations will collect all license fees 
and the licenses issued will be fully recognized by 
each of the four organizations. So it will lie with 
color registrations and their fees. 

At tin* conference, too. it was arranged that 
dates should not conflict except when absolutely 
necessary. This working agreement, of course, is 
in the rough, but as time goes on it is to be hoped 
that it will be broadened. 

It would 1 m* a mighty g«M»l idea if the four turf 
bodies would form a central committee, each with 
one member and a neutral chairman and secretary 
for the purpose of smoothing out differences that 
| may arise from time to time and to record all 
forfeits, penalities and general rulings. 

This may all come in time.

HAVANA’S BIG RACE NEXT SUNDAY 



HAVANA. Cuba. February it. One of the best 
contests of the winter season will mark the run- 
ning of tin* $10,000 Grand National Handicap, to 
be run next Sunday. This, which is one of tin* 
first of tin* more valuable closinl events to be 
decided this winter, attracted fifty-seven original 
nominations. Forty were declared, leaving seven- 
teen of the best horses in training here eligible to 
contest f* r tin* rich prize, being tin* following: 
Herron. Rancher. General J. M. Gomez. Walnut 
Hall, Sweet Music. Bally. Mayor House. Matinee 
Idol. Frank W.. Furbelow. Billy Burton. Huonec. 
Betty J.. Henry G.. Cromwell, Sweep Clean and 
Bread Mail. 

It is expected that at least a dozen of those 
named will start. 

Cuban. American and Canadian stables are repre- 
i*nted in tin* list at an entrance fee of $10. with 
$30 additional for those not declared liefore Febru- 
ary 1. It costs $100 each additional to start. Tin- 
Jockey Club adds $10,000, of which $1,200 goes t •> 
the second horse, $700 to the third and $300 to tin- 
fourth. Figuring on a basis of ten starters the 
gross value of the stake will be $12,420, the win- 
ner’s share lM*ing $10,000. The net weights are due 
to Im* announced Tuesday. The distance is one and 
one-eighth miles. In the event of favorable track 
conditions, it would not In* surprising if Buford’s 
track record of 1 :3o%, is surpassed.

Department of Agriculture, and for tin* purchase of 
animals for breeding pur | loses and their maiutc 
nance.” from $230, (MM I to $loo.tMHt, breeders of 
horse:-., regardless of breeds or tyjies. were thor- 
oughly aroused. The members of Congress now 
are hearing from the country ii|m»ii the subject. Here 
in Kentucky lliere was a rush of protests to the 
offices of tin* Thoroughbred Horse Association, with 
the result that a call was made through that organ- 
ization to the Kentucky delegation in Congress to 
exeit every effort to have the appropriation re- 
stored t< $230,000. The Kentucky delegation is 
responding that it will leave nothing undone to pre- 
vent the crippling of the plans of the army for tin* 
establishment of a breed of military riding horse 
second to none in all the world.

FLIBBERTYGIBBET’S REVIVAL. 



The uncertainty of horse racing was never lietter , 
exemplified than in two recent performances o. j 
Flihbertygibbot. He started twice in two days, j 
finishing third the first time and winning tiici 
other. In his first race In* was heavily backed by 
his stable connections to beat Dr. Carmen, a 
right fair mud runner, but lie never had a chance 
from the start, as the latter opened a big lead 
quickly and held sway throughout. The following 
day Klibbertygibbet was pitted against only an i 
ordinary baud, but there was little or no support 
for him and his odds drifted as high as 30 to 1. 
He won in commanding fashion, much to the sur- 
prise of those wlio had backed him the day previous 
and Owen Pons, liis trainer, was the most surprised 
of all. 

This is proving an ideal place for owners to 
replenish their stables with selling platers, as 
they find it much cheaiier to get tills class of horse 
through the claiming process than to purchase 



them at private sale. More claims have been 
registered this winter than at any time since tin* 
present claiming system was adopted. A number of 
horses have changed hands two or inure times 
during the winter. The activity of the horsemen 
in this respect lias resulted in lietter racing among 
the cheaper grade of thoroughbreds, as it Inis 
kept the fields more evenly matched. Whenever 
a horse shows up in a race Hint appears to be 
running out of line the claiming brigade gets busy 
and this keeps owners from taking an advantage 
by racing their charges in classes below where 
they belong. 

The (Tilted States army officets who catne here 
in quest of suitable stallions to sire cavalry horses 
were elated over their success. They found the 
horsemen and race track management ready to 
co-operate with them in every respect and their 
visit bore fruit to the extent of obtaining eight 
horses, which were sent lo Fort Reuo, Okla.
